HUMAN GEOGRAPHY The deficiencies in both census and vital statis- 
OF LATIN AMERICA tics for most Latin American nations are so great 

that the usual techniques of demographic analysis 
are generally inapplicable. Recent censuses are partially closing 
the gap in existing quantitative data, and the expansion of profes- 
Sional personnel in the various statistical offices has raised the 
output of published figures suitable fordetailed analysis. Past sta- 
tistical deficiencies, however, remain as unalterable facts. Many of 
the existing censuses contain mere estimates for segments of the pop- 
ulation; vital statistics have been largely matters of inference; and 
the means of exact measurement of the past course of population move- 
ments remain irretrievably lost. Consequently the historian and geo- 
grapher are perhaps best equipped to reconstruct the population his- 
tory of Latin America. 





Preston James, in his forthcoming Latin America: A Human Geography, 
has undertaken to synthesize the geographic, economic, and historical 
data for Latin America from the pre-Columbian days to the present. 
This study is not primarily a demographic one. Many population prob- 
lems are considered only casually; and no attempt is made to analyze 
in detail the demographic material available for some specific areas. 
However, James provides a valuable framework for more formal popula- 
tion studies. His overall picture of the pattern of settlement of 
South America, shown graphically onthe front cover, is unmistakable in 
its general outline, whatever the inaccuracies of basic data. The 
concentration of peoples in clusters scattered around the periphery 
of the mge, nearly uninhabited interior is immediately apparent. 
The underlying task of this bookis to describe in as great detail as 
possible the pattern that settlement has taken; torelate, where fea- 
sible, the historical sequence that lies behind this pattern; and to 
explain, in terms of geography, peoples, and cultures, why the pat- 
tern has so formed. 





There are four principal characteristics which summarize the re- 
lations of people to the land in Latin America. The first is the 
relatively sparse population. Latin America is an old land - much of 
it discovered and explored by Europeans long before Anglo-America - 
yet neither immigration nor natural increase has operated to settle 
the continent as both did the United States. Second, the population 
pattern is one of isolated clusters, usually of relatively low density, 
separated from other clusters by land not effectively occupied. Oen- 
tripetal forces toward the urban nuclei of Latin American settlement 
are stronger today than centrifugal forces toward new frontiers. Ex- 
panding frontiers exist inSouth America, but with fewexceptions they 
are "hollow", representing "waves of exploitation moving across a 
country, followed by abandonment and population decline". Third, Lat- 
in America is characterized by extreme racial and cultural diversity. 
Indians, Negroes, and Europeans - each highly diverse as a result of 
past mingling - remain distinct in some areas, are mixed to varying 
degrees in others, and are amalgamated completely in still others. 
This ethnic diversity is paralleled by economic differentials; there 
are self-sufficient Indians living as they have for centuries, large 





landowners and the aristocracy of a predominantly feudal agriculture, 
landless and poor agricultural workers, and, superimposed on this 
diverse agrarian pattern, an expanding vortex of industrial-urban 
culture. The diversity has been so great, the schisms so profound, 
that order and coherence have been the exceptions in Latin American 
history. It is idle to speculate whether the sparse population is 
cause or consequence of the lack of stability and order; the fact 
remains that the vicious cycle of few people, instability, and prev- 
alent poverty has seldom been broken. The fourth basic factor 
characterizing Latin America is the diversity of the physical con- 
dition of the land. "The natural features of South and Middle Amer- 
ica cannot be described without the use of superlatives", but many 
of them are poorly located or poorly combined with other resources. 
For instance, the world's largest and richest supply of iron ore exists 
in a continent notably lacking in coal; the basin of the Amazon, the 
world's largest area of tropical forest, filled with potential commodi- 
ties of commerce and perhaps theoretically capable of being another 
Ganges, remains largely umutilized because of the very sparse popula- 
tion; there are no natural harbors to handle the actual or potential 
exports of the Humid Pampa of Argentina. 


In view of these general characteristics of Latin America, James 
selected certain conditions and processes that must be studied in or- 
der to interpret the distribution of population. The habitability of 
the land, for instance, depends not only on the land itself, but on 
the attitudes, objectives, and technical abilities of the inhabitants. 
These in turn are closely related to the struggle to maintain order 
among diverse and discordant elements, to establish acoherent society. 
The impact of diverse racial and cultural elements has occurred with- 
in the social differences of a feudal society, and into this complex 
has come the impact of an industrial society. "The struggle to es- 
tablish order among these diverse elements is abasic theme which en- 
dows the present-day arrangement of people in Latin America with 
meaning." Land itself is neutral; habitability is relative; hence 
present-day distribution must be interpreted in terms of the values, 
traditions, techniques, and motivations of people, the deadening weight 
of inherited systems of social organization, and still other cultural 
factors, explainable only in terms of historical developments over 
the centuries. For instance, the Spanish conquerors, eager toestab- 
lish themselves as a landed aristocracy, wanted generous supplies of 
available and docile labor, so Spanish settlements tended to occur 
where the Indian populations were most dense. Hence, the location of 
the present population clusters oftencanbe explained in terms of the 
distribution of the original Indian population. 


The major part of the volume consists of individual studies of 
each country or territory of Latin America, including the islands of 
the Caribbean. The treatment of Peru may be taken as illustrative of 
that given for each country. First, there is a brief tabular presen- 
tation of statistical data, including estimated total population in 
1938. Since Spaniards and Indians remained discordant groups inPeru, 
with over half the population still living according to the patterns 
of the Inca civilization, there is a summary of the history of the 
Empire of the Incas, the Spanish conquest, and the conflict of the 





culture and economies of the Incas and their conquerors. The High- 
lands of Peru are thenconsidered, including surface features, climate 
and vegetation, population and settlement history, concentration of 
Indian settlements inthe Northern Andes, and the geography, economy, 
and population of the other sub-regions of the Highlands. Similar 
consideration is then given to the Eastern Border Valleys and the 
Montafia and the West Coast. A final section discusses Peru as a po- 
litical unit, summarizing the political, economic, and cultural char- 
acteristics of the nation as a whole. The essential characteristic 
of Peru is held to be "a profound, unsolved diversity". There are 
several Perus: that of modern urban Lima; that of the technically ef- 
ficient sugar and cotton plantations; that of the foreign mining com- 
panies; and, finally, that of the communal, self-sufficient, and prim- 
itive Indians. 


-The general theme in each regional study is diversity. Latin 
America does not have a common culture, a common race, or a common 
language. Nevertheless, a few broad generalizations are possible. 
The failure toestablish more areas of small farms is due fundamentally 
to the feudal society as it was transplanted into Latin America by 
Spain and Portugal. Low productivity, lack of capital, and extreme 
stratification produced generally low levels of living. Problems of 
health and diet, literacy, and efficiency are closely related to the 
all-pervading poverty. James estimates that about two-thirds of the 
inhabitants of Middle and South America are illiterate, "engaged in 
producing from the land the bare necessities of food, clothing and 
shelter". Expanding industrialization may bring greater per capita 
productivity, higher livels of living, and thus permit attacks on the 
problems of illiteracy, hygiene, and diet. 


James is pessimistic about the possibilities of amass emigration 
to South America comparable to the nineteenth century movement to the 
United States. The question of the habitability of the land is rela- 
tive; "not until settlers are at hand can the full significance of the 
physical qualities of the land be determined". The existence of vast 
estates in most areas constitutes an almost insuperable barrier to 
colonization of immigrants. Furthermore, the trend of modern migra- 
tion, both inEurope and inLatin America, iscityward. Hence, barring 
the necessity of relocating vast numbers of refugees forcibly evicted 
from Europe, the future population development of Latin America will 
probably be primarily by natural increase rather than by immigration. 
The achievement of stability, industrialization, increasing produc- 
tivity, and improved levels of living would probably lower death rates 
and result in rapid rates of natural increase fora limited period of 
time. However, James stresses the importance of foreign markets to 
most of the economies of Latin America, hence the extent towhich their 
futures depend on the type of international order created inthe post- 
war world. 


Latin America: A Human Geography is a book of about 800 pages.

JAPANESE POPULATION On January 22, 1941, the Japanese Cabinet an- 
POLICY nounced its approval of a far-reaching plan 
designed to give Japan a population of one hun- 
dred million by 1960. The stated objectives of the plan, prepared 
jointly by the Welfare Ministry and the Planning Board, were as fol- 
lows: 1. To maintaina perpetual population increase. 2. To out-rival 
other nations in quality and rate of natural increase. 3. To supply 
tne military and industrial manpower required by the State. 4. To 
distribute the population properly to maintain Japan's leadership in 
Asia. [New York Times, Jan. 23, 1941.] In order to make it possible 
for the majority of families to have five children, the authorities 
plan to introduce regulations under which young people will find it 
easier to marry, prolific families will be given preferential rights 
in procuring daily necessities, and venereal disease will be controlled. 
[Japan Times and Advertiser, Jan. 21, 1941.] Specific plans, apparent- 
ly patterned after those of Germany, include a decrease of three years 
in the average age atmarriage; restriction of the employment of women 
in factories; marriage loans with20 per cent of the principal deducted 
at the birth of each child; reduction of taxes for large families; tax- 
ation of bachelors toreward parents of large families; the initiation 
of health measures to reduce the infant mortality rate; educational aid 
for superior children from poor but prolific families; and honors and 
rewards to parents having many children. Last fall more than ten thou- 
sand prolific families were given prizes by the Welfare Ministry; this 
fall even more elaborate commendations are to be made on November 3, 
the day of the Emperor Meiji's birth. [Japan Times and Advertiser, 
April 4, 1941.] But as yet most of the plans appear to be no further 
than the "recommended" stage. 














Recent Japanese literature, just as that of Germany, identifies 
declining fertility with national decadence, and calls formore babies 
in terms of duty to the race and state and their historic destiny, not 
in terms of individual, social, and economic welfare. However, specific 
aspects of recent Japanese population trends probably furnished the im- 
mediate stimulus for the recommendation of pro-natalist policies at this 
time. One of the major reasons producing fear for the future was pro- 
bably the declining rate of growth revealed by the census of October 
1, 1940. Final reports indicate a population of 73,114 thousand in 
Japan Proper, including soldiers abroad, who were allocated to their 
home areas, but apparently not civilian Japanese in China and Manchu- 
kuo. This constituted an increase of 5.6 per cent over the 1935 figure, 
as compared witha growth of 7.5 per cent between 1950 and 1935. The 
reversal is particularly significant when it is considered that Japan, 
unlike the Western nations, has experienced a gradually accelerating 
rate of population growth since 1870. The Japanese Empire as a whole 
now numbers 105,226 thousand, anincrease of 6.4 percent over the 1935 
population. All of the outlying areas, including Korea, Formosa, 
Karafuto, Kwantung, and the Mandated Islands, are growing more rapidly 
than Japan Proper. 


The population estimates since 1957, combined with the results of 
tne 1940 census, indicate a rapid'decline inpopulation growth. Reck- 
oned from October toOctober, the estimated increment was 970 thousand 
in 1937-1938, 653 thousand in 1938-1939, and 239 thousand in 1939-1940. 
No vital statistics have been released since 1938, when the birth rate 
was 26.7, the death rate 17.4, and the crude rate of natural increase 





9.3 per thousand. Since then, death rates have undoubtedly increased. 
Military casualties must have been considerable. The known food def- 
icits, the deterioration of living levels, the increasing pressure to 
produce, and the other strains of awar economy have probably resulted 
in higher mortality. Infant mortality, always higher inJapan than in 
other industrialized nations, is probably increasing. Even more im- 
portant, fertility has probably fallen rapidly, both because of mili- 
tary mobilization and because of the large transfer of menfrom rural 
areas tothe cities, often without their families. The present levels 
of birth and death rates can only be surmised, but it isapparent that 
they have rapidly converged. 


Pre-war estimates of the future population of Japan suggest that 
the goal of one hundred million people in the home islands by 1960 
would be adifficult one to attain even in the absence of war. Uyeda's 
estimates, assuming the survival ratios of 1925-1930 and a fixed 
anmial number of births of 2.1 millions, indicated a population of 
only 83,588 thousand by 1960. Soda, assuming the life table of 1921- 
1925 and the age-specific birth rates of 1925, arrived ata figure 
of 90,351 thousand for 1960. Though even Soda's estimates have been 
exceeded in the past decade, some further increase in net fertility 
over pre-war levels would probably be required to achieve the stated 
objective. The slow gains or even deficits of the war years would 
necessitate a greater increase in the pre-war fertility schedule if 
such a population were to be achieved. 


Continuing urbanization revealed by preliminary data onthe dis-— 
tribution of the population from the 1940 census may also have enhanced 
the fears of Japan's leaders as to the trend of the birth rate. The 
proportion of the total population living in cities of over 100 thou- 


sand increased from 17.8 per cent in1930 to 25.3 per cent in1935 and 
to almost 30 per cent in 1940. About three-fourths of the total popu- 
lation increase in Japan Proper from 1935 to 1940 occurred in the 45 
cities of this size class. The intensity of the rural-urban movement 
is suggested by the fact that in a single decade the increase in the 
proportion of the population living in large cities has paralleled 
that of the United States from the beginning of the century to 1940. 
In 1940 Tokyo had a population of 6,779 thousand. It is now the sec- 
ond largest city in the world. Over 70 per cent of the urban growth 
between 1938 and 1940 appears to have been concentrated inthe Kwanto 
(Tokyo-Yokohama) heavy industrial area, while the Kinki (Osaka-Kyoto) 
light industrial areaapparently lost 100 thousand, ashift in popula- 
tion obviously reflecting the demand for armaments onthe one hand and, 
the loss of foreign markets on the other. 


The shift during the recent years from a situation of redundant 
labor to one of labor shortage has also been a factor in creating 
alarm over the population situation. Full employment, with labor 
shortages in specific situations, had been reached by the spring of 
1937. Since then, the number of men withdrawn from industry to the 
armed forces has increased, at the same time that the ever-increasing 
demands for armaments have required more and more labor. Men, women, 
and even children from 12 to 14 years of age have been drawn to the 
cities for industrial employment. This labor shortage was one of the 
factors responsible forending Japan's precarious self-sufficiency in 
food. The failure of the Korean rice crop of 1939 necessitated the 





importation of three and one-half to four billion pounds of rice; in 
the current year about two billion pounds will have to be imported. 
These food deficits in turn not only intensify the demands for labor 
but also contribute to the malnutrition which may be a factor in de- 
clining industrial productivity and increasing death rates. 

The emergency labor shortages induced by war inboth Japan Proper 
and Manchukuo have had far-reaching effects on migratory currents in 
Manchukuo, Korea, and China. The disorganization attending the Man- 
churian conquest and the strict regulations introduced by the Japan- 
ese reduced the movement of Chinese into Manchukuo to a low of 362 
thousand in 1937. However, the war with China greatly increased the 
demand for coolie labor inindustry, mining, transportation, and mili- 
tary activities. Progressive economic deterioration in North China in- 
creased the available labor supply, andaMinistry of Industry was set 
up in Peiping to regulate the supply and demand for labor in North 
China and Manchukuo. The number of Chinese immigrants into Manchukuo 
in 1939 was 986 thousand gross, and 595 thousand net. The plans for 
1940 called for the immigration of 1,400 thousand coolies from North 
China; the movement of 500 thousand laborers from the more densely 
populated areas of South Manchukuo; and the importation of skilled 
labor from Shanghai. The Koreans have also participated in these mass 
migrations. Korean residents in Japan Proper have undoubtedly in- 
creased considerably in recent years, although no 1940 census figures 
are yet available. In addition, Koreans have emigrated to Manchukuo 
and joined the camp followers of the armies of occupation in China. 
The pressure of a war economy on the already low levels of living in 
Korea, combined with the practical absence of any further industrial- 
ization, are acting in the present situation as powerful expulsive 
forces. 


Plans for the colonization of the continent continue, despite 
labor shortages and at least temporarily declining rates of growth. 
However, the emphasis has changed from the necessity of emigration to 
Manchukuo asa relief for population pressure in Japan to consideration 
of the amount of manpower which could be released for colonization. by 
the rationalization of agricultural techniques and the increase in 
average size of farms. [Tokyo Gazette 4(10):396-401. April, 1941.] 


In August, 1936, the Japanese government adopted a twenty-year 
plan for the colonization of Manchukuo by which one million Japanese 
families, or anestimated five million persons, were tobe transferred 
to Manchukuo; 100 thousand inthe first five-year period, 200 thousand 
in the second, 300 thousand in the third, and 400 thousand in the 
fourth. Practically the entire reserve of unused land in Northern Man- 
chukuo was set aside for suck colonization by Japanese or Koreans. 
Plans were even made and in some cases executed to resettle native 
Manchurian farmers on new land in the frontier zone in order to make 
way for Japanese settlers. Actually, Japanese agriculturalists have 
shown only apsthy toward the possibilities of agricultural colonization 
in Mancmkuo, preferring instead positions inindustry and trade. Re- 
vision after revision of the colonization procedures has failed to 
alter this situation appreciably. In the nine years from 1932 to 1941 
only 25 thousand families were colonized inManchukuo, although there 
were 40 thousand youth volunteers. The official view, however, is 
still that "in the light of the past achievements, the future of the 





colonization of the continent certainly looks bright". This future 
colonization is to consolidate the state structure of Manchukuo; "the 
basic purpose of the colonization of the continent should be to as- 
sist Manchukuo in her endeavor to build up a land where the ideal of 
concord among all races is realized". [Tokyo Gazette, Ibid.] 





Emigration schemes continue to interest the Japanese leaders, 
although the focus seems to be shifting. Many Japanese writers be- 
lieve that the climate and impossibility of competing with the low 
level of living of the natives have operated against successful colon- 
ization inManchukuo. Australia, New Zealand, the South Seas, and por- 
tions of the Asiatic Mainland are suggested asthe potential homes of 
millions of Japanese emigrants. However, statistics of Japanese abroad 
as of October, 1939, indicated that there were only 1,290 thousand 
Japanese overseas. Of these, 500 thousand were inManchukuo; 220 thou- 
sand in China; 290 thousand in the United States, including Hawaii; 
240 thousand inCentral and South America; and 40 thousand inthe South 
Seas. [Tokyo Gazette 4(9):347-355. March, 1941.] Thus in 1939 there 
were less than three-quarters ofa million Japanese inall continental 
Asia and the vast majority of these were in cities and engaged in ur- 
ban occupations. Although the possibilities of successful agricul- 
tural colonization in Asia would seem to be slight, the achievement 
of the "New Order" in East Asia would probably be accompanied by a 
tremendous exodus of Japanese to the continent. 





Thus Japan has followed the pathof other military dictatorships 
in reducing the population problem, present and future, tothe simple 
one of adequate manpower for war, occupation, and exploitation. The 
race fordemographic supremacy is easy enough toenter, but the exper- 
ience of other nations indicates that the chances of achieving posi- 
tive results of sufficient magnitude toalter the problems of the post- 
war world are slight.
